AND THE CHURCH STREET CURBSTONES 


Of interest to the residents of streets that 
have been built under the Betterment Program in 
| recent years should be the curbstone program 
now going on along Middlesex Avenue and Church 
Street. 

In recent weeks about 3000 feet of curbings, 
made of concrete and laid during the WPA days 
have been ripped out, on those two streets. The 
story, unconfirmed as yet, is that granite 
eurbstones is to be substituted. 

} Again there is no argument but that granite 
jcurbstones are mich better than the old con- 
crete ones, which were in pretty sad shape. 

But there is an interesting question as to 
{who is paying for curbstones, in Wilmington. 

On about a dozen or so Retterment 
the "hot top variety of curbstone was put in, 
at a cost to the abuttor of about 75¢ a foot. 
The abuttors were told in public hearings by 
the Board of Selectmen that if the cost of the 

streets was less than anticipated there would 
| be a reduction in the cost to the individuals. 
In no case did this happen. 

The Church Street-MWiddlesex Ave 
seems to be a part of the 1962 Highway program, 
but to the best of our recollection nothing was 
said in Town Meeting about curbstones. It 
seened that the people were voting for streets. 

So now, seemingly, the people who live on 
Retterment Streets are having the dubious plea- 
sure of paying 1907 of the cost of their own 
ecurbstones, and their share of the cost of the 
Middlesex Ave-Chureh St curbstones, of a more 
expensive variety.
